In the 
past they were as necessary to every 
drug store as a red and white pole is 
to a barber shop, but they have not, as 
the pole has. a well-defined history. 


All that druggists know of them is 


that they have been always used as 
window ornaments. 
The brilliant 


liquids that they contain are made 
cheaply and plainly of chemicals and 
water. 


Thus, a solution of copper and am- 


monia makes blue; bichromate of pot- 
ash makes orange; aniline dyes have of 
late been used in the chemicals' place, 
but the liquids fade in a strong sun- 
light, and have frequently to be re- 
newed. 
The liquids colored chemi- 


cally, on the other hand, last well nigh 
forever. 


In the drug store at the southwest 


corner of Broad and Spruce streets 
there is a show bottle of a very-clear 
and delicate shade of green. This is a 
green so flue that many druggists have 
asked for the recipe that makes it. 
This, unfortunately. Is unknown. 


A clerk in the shop twenty-five years 


ago colored the "water and filled the 
bottle, and a little later left for un- 
known parts. Preserved only by a. 
cork of cotton from the air, the liquid 
has ever since remained as brilliant 
as it was in 1S77. 


There are, indeed, many show bottles 


in this city whose contents are from 
twenty-five to fifty years old.—Phila- 
delphia Record.

Fiwrent Tomato Rot. 


Tomato rot Is caused by a fungus 


growth. 
Since this fungus develops 


best in the presence of moisture, any- 
thing that tends to keep the fruit 
dry is a preventive. It will be noticed 
that where the fruit lies near the 
ground, the lower side which is ex- 
posed to the moisture that is passing 
up into the atmosphere from the earth 
is likely to be attacked by the rot 
Tomatoes covered by a dense growth 
of vine rot worse than those that are 
in the sun. 


The first thing to do is to train the 


tomatoes up to stakes, to keep them 
off the ground. Training to a single 
stem by pinching off the side branches 
is also beneficial, as it admits sunlight 
to the fruit and keeps it dry. All 
rotted fruit should be removed from 
the vicinity of the vines so the spores 
of the fungus will not spread to other 
fruit. 
Spraying -with bordeaux mix- 


ture or ammoniacal copper carbonate 
solution checks the rot materially. The 
latter solution is the best. To make 
the ammoniacal copper carbonate so- 
lution, moisten, six ounces carbonate 
with just water enough to make a 
thick paste, add 
strong 
aqua am- 


monia enough to dissolve this paste 
(it -will take three to five pints), and di- 
lute with soft water to fifty gallons. 
Spray this on the plants and repeat 
often enough to keep the vines well 
protected.—The Epitomist. 


Power From a Seirer. 


City Electrician Ellicott, of Chicago, 


has long been an earnest advocate of 
the utilization of the water of the 
Chicago drainage canal for the purpose 
of generating power for city use. He 
has figured that the city could save 
a large sum of money yearly by light- 
Ing its streets from current thus ob- 
tained, but he has been unsuccessful 
in having his plan adopted because of 
the great original cost of such a plant, 
which is estimated at two and a half 
million dollars. However, the scheme 
is about to be carried out by a. group 
of capitalists of that city, headed by 
Rooert Gaylord. It is said that the 
company has secured options on lands 
both sides of the Desplaines River, 
for three-quarters of a mile south of 
-Tol'et. 111. A dam will be erected at 
this point and 20,000 horse-power de- 
veloped. The scheme is meeting with 
some opposition on the part of the 
Sanitary District Board of Trustees. 


Cured by X-Kay». 


According to the London Chronicle, 


a remarkable case of cure of lupus by 
means of the application of X-rays is 
one of the topics of interest in Xew- 
eastle-ou-Tyne medical circles. 
A 


woman who had suffered from the 
disease for over thirty years was op- 
erated upon at the hospital. For near- 
ly 200 consecutive days she was sub- 
jec*ed to exposures of fifteen minutes' 
duration, and after inflammation of 
the tissues had set in a complete cure 
ensued. 
The woman's face is left 


practically free of scars, and for the 
first time for thirty years she has 
given up wearing a veil. During last 
year alone twenty lupus cases were 
treated, and fifteen of them resulted 
in successful cure*. 


Plain Curcallo. 


The only method of fighting the plum 


curcnlio that seems to be successful 
is that of jarring the tree so that the 
insects fall upon sheets spread beneath 
and gathering them up and burning 
them. Where there are many treea 
It may be well to have a frame to 
place under the tree so as to encircle 
the trunk. 
If there are but a few" 


trees in. a henyard, usually the fowl 
will gather them up, so there will be 
no need of burning them, so after 
once noticing the results of jarring 
the trees they -will always be on hand 
to begin work at bug catching as soon 
as they hear the blow on the tree 
trunk. This work should be done in 
the early morning, as after the sun 
gets warm the curculio may rise and 
fly instead of falling to the ground, or 
may take wings almost as soon, as he 
reaches a solid substance from which 
he can rise. A padded club should be 
used to jar the tree, that the bark may 
not be injured by the blow. The same 
method 
works well with what ia 


known as the rosebug, or rose beetle, 
but it is not well to allow the hens 
and chickens to pick them up, as they 
have such a strong dislike to being 
swallowed that they will cling at their 
first chance. We have known of cases 
where chickens were killed by a rose 
beetle that had seized hold near the 
top of the throat and so obstructed 
it that the little thing was unable to 
breathe. We never knew a hen. to be 
troubled so badly by that cause, but 
we have seen them when evidently, 
they were bothered very much about 
swallowing the insect they had taken 
ia. They seldom care to make a sec- 
ond experiment.

Streets paved with glass are not 


by any means unknown. The famous 
Rue de la Repuhlique at Lyons is a 
notable example. Here the .pavement 
is laid in glass blocks, 8 inches square, 
which are so symmetrically fitted to 
gether as to prevent the possibility 
of water passing between the inter- 
stices. Compressed grass has been 
use<i ia the construction of a Phil- 
adelphia street with, it is said, admir- 
able results; and not long since a 
scheme for employing compressed pa- 
per for a like purpose was mooted 
in Russia. 


An Italian nobleman has lately had 


the court j-ard of his palace paved 
with slabs of marble, granite, and 
other stone, every one of which has 
been brought from a different hind. 
Europe, Asia, Africa, America and 
Australia have all supplied materials 
for this curious mosaic, which is com- 
posed of ever 500 pieces each en- 
graved with the name of the state or 
country from which it came. 


On the occasion of his accession to 


tie throne of Bavaria, Maximilian 
Emanuel had one of the roads lead- 
ing to his palace paved with burnish- 
ed plates of copper, which, gleaming 
ia the sunshine, had all the effect 
of the 
more precious metal, gold. 


Down this road it was his intention to 
proceed in royal pomp, but his pur- 
pose was unfortunately frustrated by 
a gang of robbers, who one night over- 
powered the guards and carried off 
much of the valuable paving. 


Louis XIV had one of the courts of 


his palace at Versailles paved with 
squares of silver, each of which re- 
corded some triumph to the French 
arms. 
These surrounded a large tab- 


let of gold, in the center of which the 
sun—the monarch's favorite emblem— 
was represented by a dazzling blaze 
of costly gems. Another court of this 
most sumptuous dwelling was paved 
with slabs cf jasper, agate and other 
rare stones. 


For the love of his youth, Louise 


de la Valliere. the same ruler, caused 
to be constructed a lodge whereof 
the aonroach was caved with glass 
mirrors painted with an allegory rep- 
resenting the fervor and durability of 
his love. 


Passing from the gorgeous to the 


fantastic, we may mention the strange 
fancy of a rich Berlin tradesman, who 
had the walks of the garden that was 
attached to his country villa laid down 
with a number of coffin lids, which 
he had been at considerable time and 
expense to collect. They were of all 
ages and conditions- from the wccden 
covering for the peasant to the most 
elaborate metal work designed for 
noble or prince. On his death some 
years back his son replaced them with. 
ordinary srarel. and subsequently pre- 
sented the most valuable to a. local 
museum.

PEW weeks ago. In a Pennsylvania college, the professor 
of botany requested each student to bring into h:s class on 
the morrow a complete dandelion plant—root, stem, leaves 
and flowers. In this class was a young man. a sophomore, 
considered above the average as a student in languages and 
mathematical studies. Avho lives in one of the Atlantic sea- 
board cities, who did nor know what plant was means by 


_ dandelion. 


This may be an extreme illustration of how many children are trained 


and ho\v little they know of natural objects, but many others of a simUar 
character could be cited. Few college students from "the cities know our 
common trees by sight. Comparatively few country boys know the names 
OL any -ras*es oxcs:it timothy and orchard grass. The" common mammals 
they may know by name, but few know the names of the birds about them. 


Under the elective system now in vogae in our colleges a man may 


graduate from almost any institution, never having studied for an hour 
chemistry, botany, geology, zoology, or any other science which treats of 
nature. It Is scarcely too much to say that such graduates are not fitted 
for any position as leaders in modern life. 


In Porto Rico a year ago a clergyman who had made a tonr of the island 


was asked if he had seen the coffee plants. He replied that he bad and 
that they were annuals, about the size of tomato plants! And yet this man 
went to the island that he might be informed about it and its people. H!« 
early education had been defective and he could not observe. 


Without some knowledge of chemistry ir is impossible for one TO read 


any good modern book, journal or paper. 
Our civilization is built on 


chemical knowledge. So, also, because our age is so material, one needs 
some knowledge of plants, minerals, rocks and animals. If these subjects 
should be pursued by youth in genera!, how much more important are they 
for noys and girls in the country! A present difficulty is that few teacher* 
comparatively speaking, know enough of botany, geology or zcolosry to 
give any intelligent instruction in the branches. Thev have been trained In 
language and mathematics, but science has been slighted. If they attempt 
any instruction at all, it is from a textbook, and science i* not to be le^rcea 
from books. Think of reading of a dandelion in a textbook and no/ know- 
ing it by sighs.

Osier Culture on 


Waste Lands 


By Grey E. Mitc&ell. 


X many farms where there is some water front, land other- 
wise waste can be profitably used for osier culture. While 
willows will grow almost anywhere, they should be planted 
for greatest profit in a deep, sandy loain. well drained and 
thoroughly prepared. 
The ground should be level and 


moist, but there should be drainage. 
However, willows 


will grow in a comparatively dry soil, but the whips will 
be smaller, though toiigher and more durable than when 


grown in a rich, moist soil. The growth under moist conditions is naturallv 
more vigorous end much more rapid. According to Dr. B. E Ferrcow ^ro- 
fessor of Forestry at Cornell, the best situation for free and rapid -owth 
is along the banks of rivers and brooks which pass throu^ a level co-n^rv 
and on the small islands which frequently occur in the'miusc of streams, 
iionows or swales, the soil or which is composed of rich «oft earthv pa- 
tides, and which can be laid dry. furnish el'sibi* situations -"or eonve-~ion

2few Method* of Making Bow*. 


Special interest must be attached 


to the different new- methods of mak- 
ing up bows, rosettes and other ar- 
rangements of ribbon or piece mate- 
rials, as applicable to early winter 
hats. Louis XT. bows are now made 
of quilled ribbon "wired in the ordinary 
way, 
A piece of the quilled ribbon 


may be sewn in a circle round the 
centre of the plateau, and the rest of 
the ribbon be arranged in a. very large 
wired bow resting on the back of the 
hat, which shelves down in the neck. 
The under sides of some hats are 
trimmed with narrow Pompadour rib- 
bons laid on flat in the form of Louis 
XV. bows. Bows made of No. 12 rib- 
bon velvet are often placed under the 
brim, loops and ends hanging down 
behind the ear. 
Fan shaped bows, 


with a. great many loops, for the backs 
of hats, are sometimes made of this 
ribbon, sometimes of piece velvet. 
Large bows of four or more large 
loops, fastened in the centre by a 
buckle, are laid flat on plateau hats, 
says the Millinery Trade Review. An- 
other arrangement consists of a wide 
piece of accordion pleated satin, form- 
Ing a big flat rosette, the pleats being 
smoothed out on either side. Ball ro- 
settes about the size of a big orange 
are very fashionable. These may be

made of loops of rather wide ribbon 
or of a fold of material closely gath- 
ered.
